As previously announced in these col 
umns, St. Paul Reformed congregation 
will have erected on the beautiful site 
where the old church now stands, a hand­ 
some white limestone edifice at a cost of 
$15,000, the contract for which was re­ 
cently awarded to Eline Brothers, of Lit- 
tlestown, and the work of razing the old 
building has already been commenced. 
The pastor and people desiring to hold 
closing services in the old church and ex­ 
press their gratitude to the Lord for the 
many blessings received and good work 
done during the 51 years the congrega­ 
tion worshipped in the present structure, 
held services at 2 o’clock Sunday after­ 
noon, a large congregation being present. 
Appropriate anthems and hymns were 
sung. The 90th Psalm was read and pray­ 
er offered by Rev, O, W. Baker, pastor of 
First Lutheran Church, The Rev. W. A. 
Korn, Ph. D., pastor of the church, gave 
an interesting address, covering the his­ 
tory of the congregation since the organi­ 
zation. 


The original church was a Union church 
of the Reformed, Lutheran and Presby­ 
terian congregations. In 1861 the'Luth- 
eran congregation sold out their interests 
to the Reformed for $400. At that time 
there was only one Presbyterian family 
to represent their interest, and it was giv­ 
en to the Reformed congregation with 
proviso that occasional service could be 
held by them in the new building. This 
was continued for awhile. 


The pastor ot the Reformed congrega­ 
tion at that time was Rev. E. H. Hoff- 
heins who died in 1863, and was buried 
at Abbottstown. 


The next pastor was Rev. W. F. Davis, 
who remained until 1872. During hig pas­ 
torate the first organ was purchased. 


Rev. Aaron Spangler, now living at 


York, became the next pastor and re­ 
mained until 1875. 


Rev. W. Colliflower followed and re 
mained until 1880. 


Rev. D. U. Wolf, now residing at 
Myerstown, was the next pastor, who re­ 
mained until 1886, during whose pastor­ 
ate the parsonage was built. 


Rev. W. H. Herbert, now of Nanticoke, 
was the next, who remained until 1893. 
during that time the church \vfas remod­ 
eled and the Sunday school room built at 
a cost of $2,700. 
The side galleries were 
then removed. 


Rev. P. E. Iieimer, now of East Mauch 
Chunk, came next and remained until 
1902, when he was succeeded by Rev. S. 
P. Mauger, now of Hanover, who re­ 
mained until 1906. 
Rev. Dr. Korn fol­ 
lowed and is the present incumbent. 


Letters were read from former pastors 
who were unable to attend the exercises. 
Rev. S. P. Mauger was present, and gave 
an address on the present and future of 
the congregation. 
Rev. C. W. Baker, of 
the Lutheran church, spoke words of en­ 
couragement to the people in their new 
undertaking. Rev. Dr. Korn said that at 
the dedication of this church, 51 years 
ago, the Reformed ministers present, were 
the pastor, Rev. Hoffheins, Dr. W. K. 
Zieber, now living in Hanover, Rev. Dan­ 
iel Ziegler, Rev. Jacob Sechler, Rev. J. O. 
Miller, and Rev. Jacob Kehm. 


The congregation will worship during 
the summer in the public school building 
where Sunday school and church services 
will be held next Sunday morning. 
The 
upper room will be used for the main 
Sunday school and church services. The 
primary department will occupy the pri­ 
mary room of the school building. Pray­ 
er meeting this week will be held at the 
parsonage.

Two Killed at Church Service. 


Two persons were killed and more 
than a score injured, several of them 
seriously, when the »collapse of the 
floor of the church of Our Lady of Vic­ 
tory, In Harrington Parle, N. J., pre­ 
cipitated nearly 300 persons into the 
basement. 


The -church was only partly com­ 
pleted and the assemblage there was 
in connection with the formal cere­ 
monies of laying the cornerstone. 


The collapse of the floor came while 
an address was being delivered by 
Father Delanty, pastor of the church. 
Suddenly the floor was heard to creak 
and then it went down with a crash. 
Men, women and children were caught 
in the avalanche, and many were bad­ 
ly crushed. 


Nicholas Ottingen and Mrs. E. H. 
Oelkern were injured so badly that 
they died within a short time. About 
a dozen persons were taken out un­ 
conscious, and several were crippled 
with fractures of legs or arm«.

Gets Hydrophobia From Old Site. 
Returning home from a daace, Wil­ 
liam S w in g , twenty-one years old, 
of Scranton, Pa., was stricken with an 
illness which the doctors diagnosed as 
hydrophobia. 


Nearly two years ago Seariag was 
bitten by a dog, and the physicians say 
that the gem s have been lying dor« 
mant all that time. Two stroag men 
are guarding the patient, who is being 
under aa—sthetios. 


The greatest marine disaster in the 
history of the World occurred last Sun­ 
day night, when the Titanic, of the 
White Star line, the biggest and finest 
of ocean steamships, shattered her­ 
self against an iceberg and sank with 
about 1525 of her passengers and crew 
in less than four hours. 


Out of nearly 2200 people that she 
carried only 675 were siwed, and most 
of these were women and children. 
They were picked up from small boats 
by the Cunard liner Carpatliia, which 
found, when she ended her desperate 
race against time, a sea strewn with 
the wreckage of the lost ship and the 
bodies of drowned men and women. 


The sinking of 
the Titanic, the 
drowning of 1525 persons and the res­ 
cue of only 675, was admitted by P. 
A. S. Franklin, vice president of tho 
International 
Merchant 
Marine. 
At 
first it was said that all the passen­ 
gers and the crew had been taken off 
from the Titanic. Then Mr. Franklin 
made the admission that it “could not 
be definitely stated that no lives had 
been lost.0 


Then followed the announcement of 
the White Snar officials that many 
lives had been lost, and in making 
complete 
admission, 
Mr. 
Franklin 
termed the sinking of the ship and the 
drowning of 1525 as horrible. 


Mr. Franklin refused to give out the 
full text of a message received from 
Captain Haddock, of the Olympic, sis­ 
ter ship of the Titanic, which rushed 
to the aid of the sinking liner. 


It is possible that some of the pas­ 
sengers may have been picked up by 
some other steamship than the Vir­ 
ginian and the Carpathia. 


The rescued passengers of the Ti­ 
tanic, who were on board the Virgin­ 
ian, were transferred to the Carpathia, 
which is steaming to New York with 
them. 


Carpathia Finds Only Wreckage. 


The steamship Olymp/c reports that 
tfhe steamer Carpathia reached 
the 
Titanic’s 
position at daybreak, but 
found boats and wreckage only. 


She reported that the Titanic had 
foundered at about 2.20 o’clock a. m., 
in latitude 41.1C north and longitude 
60.14 west. 


The message adds that all of the 
Titnnic's boats were accounted for 
and “about 675 souls saved, crew and 
passengers, latter nearly all women 
and children,” 


The report from the Olympic states 
that the Leyland liner Californian was 
remaining and searching the vicinLy 
of the disaster. The Carpathia, it wan 
stated, was returning to New York 
with the survivors. 


Officials of the White Star line later 
admitted that only 675 persons had 
been saved when the liner Titanic 
went down off 
the 
Newfoundlan I 
Banks after a collision with an ice 
berg. The admission was made af^er 
several previous 
announcements in 
which it was said that lives had been 
lost, hut the number 
could not be 
giveH officially. 


The first announcement was to the 
affect that the Titanic had gone down 
and that her crew and all her passen 
gers had been saved. 


P. A. S. Franklin, vice president of 
the 
International 
Merchant Marine, 
the highest White Star line official in 
New York, then said that “it could 
not be definitely stated that no lives 
had been lost/9 
The following statement was given 
Hit at the White Star ifflces; 


“Captain Haddock, of the Olympic, 
lends a w ir e le s s m e s s a g e to th e White 
Bear offices here that the steamer Ti- 
~anic sank at 2.20 a. m., after aJl pas 
sengers and crew had been lowered to 
lifeboats and then transferred to th o 
Virginian. The steamship Carpathia, 
W ith sevecal hundred p a s s e n g e r s o f 
the Titanic, is now enroute to Ne»r 
Y ork/' 


The message received from Captain 
Haddock, as 
made 
public by Mr, 
Franklin, reads: 


“At 2.20 a. m. Titanic foundered, 
Carpathia proceeding to New York 
with passengers/' 


There was reason to believe, how­ 
ever, that the message was consider- 
M 
y looser than the above. 


One of Mr. Franklin’s assistants in 
announcing earlier that the Titanic 
had gone down said that the Car- 
*>athia wxts proceeding to New York 
‘with survivors.” 


So far as could be ascertained at 
m e 
w m te 
«tar omces it was not 
known there whether there wore any 
passengers aboard the Virginian and 
Parisian. 


Vico President Franklin positively 
refused to give out the full text of 
the messago received from Captain 
Haddock, of the Olympic, reporting 
the sinking of tho Titanic. This atti- 
tudo led to the belief that the message 
intimated a loss of life, which the 
company desired to confirm 
before 
spreading alarm. 


Vice President Franklin later con 
ceded that there had been “a horrible 
loss of life“ in the Titanic disaster. 
He said that ho had no Information to 
disprove the report from Cape Race 
to tl\e effect that only 675 of the pas 
sengers and crew had been rescued. 
He said that tho monetary loss could 
mot be estimated, although he intimat­ 
ed that it would run into the millions. 


“We can replace tho money,“ he 
added, “but not the lives.“ 


Admits Heavy Loss of Life. 


Mr. Franklin later said: 
“So far as we know it has been ru­ 
mored from Halifax that three steam­ 
ers have passengers on board, namely, 
the Virginian, the Carpathia and the 
Parisian. Now, wo have heard from 
Captain 
Haddock 
that the Titanic 
sank at 2.20 Monday morning. 
We 
have also learned from him that the 
Carpathia had 675 survivors on board. 
It is very difficult to learn if the Vir­ 
ginian and the Parisian have any sur­ 
vivors on board. We have asked Cap­ 
tain Haddock and our agent at Hali­ 
fax to ascertain if there are any pas­ 
sengers aboard the two steamships. 


“We very much fear, however, that 
there has been a great loss of life, but 
it is impossible for us to give further 
particulars until we have heard from 
the Parisian and Virginian. We have 
no information that 
there are any 
passengers aboard these two steam­ 
ships.“ 


The first news of the accidoNt was 
a wireless messago from the Titanic, 
in which the ship announced that it 
had struck an iceberg Sunday nigh I 
off the Banks of Newfoundland and 
was in a sinking condition. Transfe. 
of tho passengers to tho lifeboats be 
gan at once. The rule of the sea in 
rescues prevailed and the women pas­ 
sengers were the first to bo p aced in 
the boats. 


Wireless Apparatus Fail«. 


The 
accident 
occurred 
at 
10.25 
o’clock Sunday night. Two hours later 
the ship’s wireless apparatus, which 
had been working so badly as to per­ 
mit of only intermittent and fragmen­ 
tary messages, failed completely. 


The last word sent by the operator 
told that the vessel was apparently 
doomed, “sinking by the head,” and 
that tho women passengers were be­ 
ing rushed into the lileboats. A reas 
suring feature was that the weather 
was calm and clear, and help only a 
few hours away. 


The Titanic9» first S. O. S. messago 
was received L; the Allan liner Vir 
ginian, which, according to the posi 
tion given by the Titanic’s operator, 
was not more than 170 miles away. 
The captain of tho Virginian at once 
started his boat at full steam for the 
scene of the disaster, announcing to 
his brother officer on the bridge of 
the Titanic that the Virginian should 
reach him by 10 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. 


The Titanic's accident occurred in 
latitude 41,46 north, longitude 50.14 
west. This point is about 1150 miles 
due east of New York city and 450 
miles south of Cape Race, Newfound­ 
land, wireless station. 
All the mes­ 
sages from the ship were relayed to 
the Cape Race wireless station by the 
Virginian and forwarded by the Mar­ 
coni company to New York, 
The Ti* 
tanic’s twin ship, Olympic, which left 
New York last week, was also in di­ 
rect communication with the sinking 
boat from a point 300 miles away, and 
started at once for the scene. 


The 
Titanic, which 
was on her 
maiden trip, is in charge of Captain 
Smith, who was on the bridge of the 
big Olympic when that boat oollided 
with the British cruiser Hawke last 
September. 


The Titanic carries 1470 passengers, 
of whom 318 are in the first cabin and 
202 in the second cabin. The passen­ 
ger list is a notable one, including 
Mr. and Mrs. John Jacob Asfcor, Mr. and 
Mrs. George E. Widener, Major Archi­ 
bald Butt, aide to President Taft; F. 
D. Millet, the artist; Mr. and Mrs. 
Isador 
Strauss, 
J. E. Widener, of 
Philadelphia; J. Bruce Ismay, maaag 
ing director of the White Star line; C. 
M. Hays, 
president of the Graad 
Trunk 
railway; 
Benjamin Guggen­ 
heim, W. T. Stead and others. 
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Colonel Will 6el 70 of the 
76 Delegates.

Progressives Will Control State Con­ 
vention, and Many Predict It Will 
Mean the Passing of Senator Pen* 
rose. 
Complete returns from all parts of 
Pennsylvania 
only 
accentuate 
the 
sweeping Roosevelt victory in Satur­ 
day’s primaries. 
On the final round­ 
up, after the state convention, which 
will elect twelve delogates-at-large to 
the Republican national convention. 
Roosevelt will have seventy of the 
seventy-six delegatee from Pennsylva­ 
nia, and it seems quite likely that ho 
Will have the entire delegation. 


The supporters of President Tait 
carried but one district west of Phila­ 
delphia, that 
comprising 
Lancaster 
county, where Mayor McLain has ai 
most an unassailable organization. In 
Philadelphia the Taft supporters ap­ 
parently 
carried the First, Second, 
Third and elected one delegate in tne 
Fifth distriot. But in the First dis 
trict State Senator Edwin S. Vure 
the Republican 
organization lead er 
and his running 
mate as delegate 
Hugh Black, have announced that to 
their minds Colonel Roosevelt Is the 
only Republican capable of saving the 
country to Republican rule. 


President of Select Council Rans 
ley, who was elected as an uninstruct 
ed delegate in the Third district, an 
nounced: “As Senator Vare votes, su 
do 1.“ 


In the Fifth district in Philadelphia 
one Roosevelt delegate was elected 
and 
one 
apparent 
Taft 
man 
got 
through, C. A. Disston, the saw manu 
facturer, who was swept into office 
on the Taft ticket through his popu 
larity with his own. employes. 


The recapitulation shows that at the 
present writing President Taft may 
count on the votes of E. T. Stotesbury 
and John Wanamaker, who were elec t 
ed as delegates in the Second district; 
J. H. Bromley, who was elected in the 
Third; C. A. Disston, of the Fifth, and 
William W. Geist 
and 
William H 
Keller, the two delegates elected in 
the Lancaster district 
This is the 
sum total of the Taft delegates unless 
complete returns make some minoi 
changes. 


Not only have the Roosevelt fol 
lowers swept the state for their dele 
gateB, but they have elected the ma­ 
jority of the 372 representatives to 
the state convention, which will elect 
twelve delegatee-at-large to the na 
tional convention. 


May Mean Passing of Penrose. 
Those twelve delegates already are 
counted for Roosevelt, but the state 
convention will have other and more 
potent effect on Pennsylvania. 
It 
marks the passing of United States 
Senator Boies Penrose as a member 
of the national comittee, and many 
persons are 
predicting that it also 
marks the beginning of his exit from 
politics. 


The Roosevelt followers will abso 
lutely dominate the state convention 
They wili nominate an auditor gene al 
and a state treasurer, and for the first 
time in many years will have absolu’e 
control of the election machinery of 
the state. 


In this same connection the twenty 
five men nominated as candidates for 
the state senate, when elected, will 
hold over urtil the time comes for the 
selection of a successor of Senator 
Penrose. From late returns eighteen 
of these men are opposed to Senator 
Penrose and the ideas for which hs 
stands. 


Roosevelt Wins In Illinois« 


Illinois Republicans have declared 
for Theodore Roosevelt for the preai 
dential nomination in the preferential 
primary over President Taft by about 
2 to 1. 
LaFollette's vote was about 
one-sixth of that Roosevelt got. 


Likewise the Democrats of the stats 
have expressed their preference by an 
overwhelming 
majority in favor of 
Champ Clark as the nominee of their 
party, the latter having carried the 
state over Woodrow Wilson by a Yots 
of more than 3 to 1.

Until the spirit for contriving lay* 
hold on one It would never seem pos­ 
sible th at the prettiest of sash cur­ 
tains could be so easily designed, and 
th a t without visiting the precincts of 
the “drapery departm ent." 


Few are the seasons when the rem* 
nant counters will not 
yield 
shorl 
lengths of plain lawn, 
dimity, cross 
barred muslin, dotted swiss or even 
the finer grades of white or cream 
colored cheese cloth. And be it said, 
with emphasis, th at m any elaborately 
draped windows, where costly m ate­ 
rials have been hung with lavish dis­ 
regard for expense, have a far less re­ 
fined and restful effect 
than

where straight curtains of this soft 
and simple m aterial, edged only with 
plain hems, are used. 


Cheese cloth looks well for several 
months, often longer, and after, say, 
half a dozen washings, the plain little 
curtains are ready for yeom an’s serv* 
loe as dusters and polishing cloths, 
and fresh ones can be put up at very 
moderate expense.

mon conversation requires a rough-and- 
ready way of indicating a person's age 
with reasonable accuracy, but it has 
no need of scientific exactness.

treat the calendar in much the same 
*way* One year after Christ was born 
th e first year of the Christian era end­ 
ed and the Becond year began, says 
the Portland Oregonian. 
But, with 
colloquial inaccuracy, the time was 
spoken of as "the year one” until the 
second year was finished, Just as we 
say John is one year old until his 
second year on earth is 
completed.

had been working so badly as to per- 
mit of only Intermittent and fragmen- 
tary messages, failed completely. 


The last word sent by the operator 


doomed, "sinking by the head," and 
that tho women passengers were be- 
ing rushed into the llieboats. A reas 
Buring feature was that the weather 
was calm and clear, and help only a 
few hours away. 


The Tltanie'.ci first S. O. S. messago 
was receivpf] L; the Allan liner Vir 
ginlan, which, according to the posi 
tion given by the Tltanic's operator, 
was not more than 170 miles away. 
The captain of tho Virginian at once 
started his boat at full steam for the 
scene of the disaster, announcing to 
his brother officer on the bridge of 
the Titanic that tho Virginian should 
reach him by 10 o'clock In the morn- 
ing. 


The Tltanic's accident occurred in 
latitude 41.46 north, longitude 5U.14 
west. This point is about 1150 miles 
due east of New York city and 450 
miles south of Cape Race, Newfound- 
land, v/lreless station. 
All the nibS- 
sages from the ship were relayed to 
the Cape Race wireless station by the 
Virginian and forwarded by the Mar- 
coni company to New York, 
The Tl- 
tanic's twin ship, Olympic, which left 
New York last week, was also In di- 
rect commimlcatlon with tho sinking 
boat from a point 3uO miles away, and 
started at once for the scene. 


The 
Titanic, which 
was on her 
maiden trip, is In charge of Captain 
Bmith, who was on the bridge of the 
big Olympic when 
that boat oolllded 
with the British cruiser Hawke last 
September. 


The Titanic carries 1470 passengers, 
of whom 318 are in the first cabin and 
262 In the second cabin. The passen* 
ger list is a notable one, including 
Mr. and Mrs. John Jacob Astor, Mr. and 
Mrs. George E. Widener, Major Archie 
bald Butt, aide to President Taft; P. 
D. Millet, the artist; Mr. and Mrs.

colored cheese cloth. 
And be it said, 
with emphasis, that many elaborately 
draped windows, where costly mate- 
rials have been hung with lavish dis- 
regard for expense, have a far less re- 
fined and restful effect 
than 
ones 
where straight curtains of this soft 
and simple material, edged only with 
plain hems, are used. 


Cheese cloth looks well for several 
months, often longer, and after, say, 
half a dozen washings, the plain little 
curtains are ready for yeoman's serv- 
ice as dusters and polishing cloths, 
and fresh ones can be put up at very 
moderate expense.

Miners and Operators to Meet 


in New Yoric 


AGREEMENT IS EXPECTED 


% 


Belief Is General In Philadelphia That 


Terms of Settlement 
Have 
Been 


Agreed Upon. 


It is generally believed iu Philadel- 
phia tliat the sub-committee of minora 
and operators have agreed upon Iho 
terms of settlement and that the an- 
thracite mines "will resume work next 
Monday, 


It is entirely likely that some agree- 
ment has been reached and a strike 
averted in the course of the secret 
Bessions of the sub-committee, but In 
view of the fact that all eight have 
pledged themselves not to reveal 
•word of their deliberations until they 
make tlieir report to the general com- 
mitteo of ten miners and ten oper- 
ators, the details will not bo known 
until officially announced. 


An important announcement was 
made, however, when Secretary Gor- 
man said 
that the commltttee has 
«concluded its work in Philadelphia, 
and will meet again on Tuesday, when 
it will convene in New York in the 
offices of the Jersey Central railroad. 


This gave rise to the bedef that an 
agreement had been reached, and 
that the result of the sub-conunittee'a 
work would bo reported to tlie full 
committee Tuesday. Further strength 
was given to this supposition by rea- 
son of the fact that it is the custom 
of the presidents of all the hard coal 
railroads to ineet in New York each 
Tuesday. 


Tuesday's meeting, therefore, is ex- 
pected to reveal the terms of the set- 
tlement, If there is any, or to bring 
out the result of the subcommitttee's 
deliberations at any rate. 


Although tihere is no official infor- 
mation on the subject, nevertheless 
everything points to the probability 
that an agreement will be reached or 
has already been made. The friendli- 
ness of the four operators with the 
four miners, which has been unfailing 
throughout tlie three days' meeting, is 
one indication that tliero has been no 
serious disagreement. The fact that 
the conference has gone on for three 
days is another sign of hope. 


The announcement that the base of 
operations will be removed from Phil- 
adelphia to New York is a third point 
tending to show that a report will be 
made by the sub-committee, If this 
report should happen to be unfavor- 
able, it is practically certain tliat one 
side or the other 
would 
have gone 
fortli from the meeting in a huff. 


If an agreement has been made it 
Is certain that there are two points 
on which the operators have capitu- 
lated. One of these is an increase of 
wages and the other is some sort of 
a recognition of the union. 


Last Wednesday, before any con- 
ferences were held, the mine workers 
emphatically announced that no agree- 
ment would be reached without recog- 
nition of their organization. Several 
of them have declared since then®that 
they have not changed their views. 
Therefore it Is assumed that some 
kind of recognition has been accorded 
to the workers.

Hole Stove In the Utah Below 


the Water Line. 


REMEMBER THE DAYS==SATURDAY AND MONDAY, APRIL 20 AND 22. 


The big battleship Utah, crack ship 
of the navy, and the largest warship 
in commission in the wurld, was run 
into by the Hritish steanisiiip Conuor 
oit Tonipliinsville, L. I. 


The Utah was at anchor and the 
Britisher was bound out when the col- 
lision occurred. The Utah reeeived the 
blow at her poi-t hawser hole. The 
blow smashed two of her plates, five- 
eigmths of an inch thicU, above the 
water line, and opened up another 
hole about flfiteen feet below the water 
line, through which the water poured. 
Fortunately this hole was made at a 
point wheer the port <trimming lank 
is located. 
That is a tank used In 
trimming tne ship, water being let 
Into it in case her bow rides too high. 


Through the hole in the plates oi 
the bauleship below the water lino 
the water poured into this ank. The 
tank 
virtuaily acted as a collision 
bulkhead and the ship was in no dan- 
ger of sinking. It is not yet known 
^ow serious the damage is. 


The Condor was hooked into the big 
sheet anchor drawn up to the hawse 
pipe iind hung there for Ave minutes 
while the crew of the battleship werf* 
hurriedly called to collision ^quarCeri. 
Then she baclced away and disappear 
ed in the fog. ' She anchored subse 
quently about SOU yards away. Hei 
prow had been bent to one side ae 
though it had been made of tin and 
her forequarOiers ilHed with water. It 
wae found that she oould keep afloat 
with the aid of her pumps.

When Eltelberg wanted 
to copy London's South Kensington Museum and people laughed at him the 
Rainer went round, hat in hand, and cozened the money out of Austria's 
millionaire princes. 


The Rainer lives in a small and dusty room of his palace. All the other 
rooms are filled with books. 
He has never drunk or smoked or had any 
weaknesses except getting old and making faithful lovo for sixty years to 
his ancient, ancient wif^
